Pipeline being constructed.

The controversial Dakota 
Access Pipeline (DAPL) has infuriated 
Native Americans, environmental pro- 
testers, and clean water advocates since 
the project near North Dakota’s Stand- 
ing Rock Indian Reservation broke 
ground last year. President Donald 
Trump issued an executive order in Jan- 
uary expediting completion of the pipe- 
line, and the protest site has since been 
cleared. 

But the DAPL battle isn’t over; it’s 
just moving from Standing Rock to 
local governments across the country. 
At its March 14 meeting, the San Fran- 
cisco Board of Supervisors will vote on 
a resolution to begin screening out any 
DAPL investments the city holds, and 
Oakland City Council passed a resolu- 
tion in February calling for CalPERS, 
the state retirement fund, to divest 
from DAPL. 

Oakland City Councilmember Re- 
becca Kaplan authored the resolution. 

“T went to Standing Rock in Novem- 
ber,” she tells SF Weekly. “Seeing the 
level of police brutality, seeing the level 
of the threat to tribal lands and treaty 
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rights and drinking water just rein- 
forced to me that this project is some- 
thing that goes against my values and 
goes against our values as Oaklanders. 
We should not have our money in it.” 

That said, you might unknowingly 
have your money in it, through your 
banking habits, investments, and pen- 
sion or retirement accounts. 

The myriad companies financially 
involved in building DAPL are fairly 
complex. The pipeline itself is being 
built by Dakota Access LLC, whose 
parent company is a Texas-based oil 
conglomerate called Energy Transfer 
Partners. Well-known gas station 
chains Sunoco and Phillips 66 both 
have significant ownership stakes in 
it, and financing to build the pipeline 
comes from large national banks like 
Citibank, Wells Fargo, and Bank of 
America. 

In other words, any bank that has a 
sports arena or stadium named after it 
is most likely financially involved with 
the construction of the Dakota Access 
Pipeline. 

In fairness, everyone is entitled to 
keep their investments that support 
the pipeline. An argument can be made

that the Dakota Access Pipeline will be 
a relatively safe tool for transporting 
oil. While pipelines tend to have more 
oil spills than trains or trucks trans- 
porting oil, these spills don’t often 

kill people. They generally just cause a 
mess, whereas train and trucks spills 
are far more likely to result in explo- 
sions or fatalities. 

But the “more spills, fewer fatali- 
ties” argument may not bring much 
comfort to the millions of people who 
get their drinking water from the lakes 
and rivers that this pipeline would run 
through. 

“This is both standing up for the 
planet and also respecting the rights of 
indigenous people,” Kaplan says. 

So if you do want to stand up for 
the planet or indigenous people, you 
probably shouldn’t bank with an in- 
stitution that’s financing the Dakota 
Pipeline. 

“We would ask everyone to reassess 
their personal stake in this pipeline 
and to consider switching to a credit 
union or an alternative that is more 
socially responsible,” San Francisco De- 
fund DAPL Coalition organizer Jackie 
Fielder tells SF Weekly.

To that end, the coalition has creat- 
ed a list of San Francisco banks whose 
hands are clean of DAPL investments. 

“We looked at a list of 1,000 or so 
U.S. chartered banks,” Fielder says. 
“From that list, we gathered about a 
dozen that have at least one branch in 
San Francisco that are not financers 
of the Dakota Access Pipeline and that 
are not shareholders of the Energy 
Transfer Partners family of compa- 
nies.” 

Of the banks recommended by the 
S.E Defund DAPL Coalition, those with 
the most San Francisco branches — in 
other words, the most convenient for 
finding a branch or an ATM — are East 
West Bank, Silicon Valley Bank, and 
Sterling Bank & Trust. 

But switching banks does pose 
some inconveniences. It is not rec- 
ommended that you just pull all your 
funds from one bank and plop them 
in another that same day; you might 
still have some direct deposit pay- 
ments coming, and you can’t really 
control the speed at which your direct 
deposit will transfer to a new and dif- 
ferent bank account. 

You also need to worry about every 
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automated bill payment you have set 
up to that account. Go through your 
last 12 months of withdrawals and 
take note of every automated pay- 
ment that was charged. Understand 
that some companies will take up to 
30 days to switch the account for an 
automated payment, so you can’t be 
sure that your payments won't be 
declined if you close the old account 
too quickly. 

This means you're still leaving 
money in the account of a bank with 
whom you want to break it off, and 
that sucks. But the penalties for 
bounced checks or declined payments 
suck even more. 

Once you've got your new bank 
account, direct deposits transferred, 
and auto payments set up, the easiest 
way to move money from your old 
account is through an Automated 
Clearing House (ACH) transfer. It’s 
kind of like a PayPal transfer between 
two banks, though an ACH transfer 
generally costs around $5 and takes a 
few business days to complete. 

If you really want to make a state- 
ment about closing your account, 
DefundDAPL.org has a form letter 
you can send to your previous bank to 
explain why you dumped them. They 
also have some social media tips on 
promoting and hashtagging your bank 
switch to ensure public pressure is 
applied to the bank. 

Many retirement accounts and 
pension funds contain DAPL invest- 
ments, and whether yours does is 
between you, your adviser, and that 
phone book-sized investment guide 
they send you every year. But your 
tax dollars do support a DAPL invest- 
ment, and that’s why Oakland is urg- 
ing America’s largest pension fund, 
CalPERS, to reconsider its portfolio. 

“CalPERS has about $50 million 
invested in energy transfer partners,” 
Kaplan says. “We're talking about a 
big enough chunk of money that can 
really have an impact.” 

Even if you don’t have a CalPERS 
retirement account, you still have a 
say in whether it continues to fund 
the pipeline. 

“This money does come from the 
taxpayers of California,” Kaplan says. 
“Whether or not you're a CalPERS 
member, every Californian has a stake 
in it.”

Nonprofit 
Hands Out 
Sanitary Pads 
To Homeless 
Women 


Around 2,400 homeless women 
in San Francisco between the ages of 20 
and 50 face a certain issue when that 
time of the month arrives. But anew 
nonprofit called Project Blossom aims 
to make that problem a whole lot less 
awkward, handing out more than 1,000 
(and counting) gift bags of feminine hy- 
giene products to homeless women in 
San Francisco, Marin County, Berkeley 
and beyond. 

“Project Blossom hands out sani- 
tary bags to homeless women to aid 
them in managing their monthly 
female menstruation cycle,” the proj- 
ect’s founder Tine Christensen tells SF 
Weekly in an email. “Each bag consists 
of female products, hand sanitizer, 
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and wet wipes. We are collaborating 
with BOSS in Berkeley, the Center for 
Domestic Peace in San Rafael, and San 
Francisco [Homeless] Outreach Team 
to distribute the bags.” 

While Project Blossom has institu- 
tional assistance in distributing the 
gift bags, they could use your help 
with donations to fill them. On their 
website, they have a PayPal link, an 
Amazon wish list link, and an address 
to which you can send feminine prod- 
ucts. 

“Blossom hands out 1,200 bags 
a year, distributed quarterly,” Chris- 
tensen says. “Our mission is to im- 
prove the lives of homeless women 
and to empower homeless women to 
reclaim their life, giving them a voice, 
dignity, and hope.” 

While currently a Northern Califor- 
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nia project, Blossom has also distribut- 
ed bags in Philadelphia, and has plans 
to expand the program to New York 
later this year. — Joe Kukura 


WOMAN KILLED BY CAR 
MARKS SECOND PEDESTRIAN 
DEATH OF 2017 


A 50-year-old woman who was 
hit by a car on the evening of Wednesday, 
March 1, has passed away. 

Qiu Liang was struck while crossing 
Mission and Ney streets, in San Fran- 
cisco’s Mission Terrace neighborhood. 
She was taken to the hospital, but 
succumbed to her injuries the follow- 
ing day. 

Liang’s death is the second pe- 
destrian fatality of the year; Jeanie 
Yee, 76, was killed in Cow Hollow in 
January. 

The number of pedestrian fatalities 
on S.F’s streets is being closely scruti- 
nized by the Vision Zero Coalition, a 
group of more than 40 organizations 
that seeks to hold the city accountable 
for its verbal commitment to reaching 
zero traffic fatalities by 2024. 

Part of Vision Zero’s commitment 
is to improve the city’s “high-injury 
corridors” — the 12 percent of streets 
where 70 percent of severe and fatal 


crashes happen. 

“Vision Zero challenges the notion 
that we should accept deaths, like the 
tragic death of Qiu Liang, as a conse- 
quence of our dangerous transporta- 
tion system. Instead, we need to rede- 
sign dangerous streets so that safety is 
the top priority,’ Cathy DeLuca, Policy 
and Program Director for Walk San 
Francisco, says. “Walk SF is working 
with the community and the city to 
ensure that solutions that are proven 
to prevent crashes are put into place 
on Mission Street as soon as possible 
after this terrible crash.”

TECHIES WHO “MAKE 
AMERICA KIND AGAIN’ 


“Techies” get a pretty bad rap 
in San Francisco. Generally viewed as 
spoiled rich kids, harbingers of gentrifi- 
cation, and the reason for large shuttle 
buses, tech workers are usually first on 
many people’s list of reasons that the 
city’s culture is going down the drain. 
But a new group is challenging this 
stereotype by offering its skills to non- 
profits in need of assistance. 

Techs and Balances is a communi- 
ty of product managers, engineers, 
and designers who provide pro bono 
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work to humanitarian organiza- 
tions, with the collective goal of 
“combatting bigotry and autocracy 
with technology.” Since forming in 
January, Techs and Balances has 
accrued more than 150 global mem- 
bers who possess a wide variety of 
technology skill sets. So far, the 
group has collaborated with Wall of 
Us, an organization that offers week- 
ly resistance tips; Scholarmatch, a 
free college-counseling resource; 
and Asylum Access, a refugee rights 
group. 

Developers, designers, and prod- 
uct managers interested in contrib- 
uting their skills for the greater good 
are invited to “Tech Resistance: Pan- 
el Discussion and Pitch Night.” 

The event will include a panel 
discussion featuring tech leaders and 
nonprofit directors, who will focus 
on ways to help humanitarian orga- 
nizations scale their impact through 
software technology. Praful Saklani, 
Founder and CEO of Pramata, a cus- 
tomer relationship software compa- 
ny, will be leading the conversation. 

Following the panel, tech experts 
will break off into groups with non- 
profits and will brainstorm ways 
to improve organizations’ services 
through pro bono work. 

Interested parties are welcome to 
attend the event, which will be held 
at 500 Third St., Suite 245 on March 
16 at 7 p.m. — NS

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Attorney General 
Sessions Finally 
Talks Marijuana. 
Now What? 


MassRoots correspondent Tom 
Angell fills in some gaps on 
what may come next. 


In the wake of comments made 
by Attorney General Jeff Sessions and 
White House Press Secretary Sean Spicer 
in the past two weeks, many in the can- 
nabis industry are concerned that these 
words may be the prelude to federal ac- 
tion. 

According to MassRoots Senior 
Political Correspondent Tom Angell, 
it’s fair to be worried, but it’s also still 
hard to predict how the Trump Admin- 
istration may ultimately proceed. 

“The scariest thing is the remaining 
uncertainty,” Angell says. 

With 15 years of experience in the 
marijuana-reform sector, Angell says 
the industry is still largely “in the 
dark” as to how the federal govern- 
ment may choose to combat or address 
states in which medical and recreation- 


al cannabis is now legal. 

As this column has noted before, 
two vital documents have thus far de- 
fined the medical cannabis industry’s 
ability to operate: a memo from former 
U.S. Deputy Attorney General James 
Cole to the Justice Department, and 
the Rohrabacher—Farr amendment, 
which prohibits the Justice Depart- 
ment from spending money to meddle 
in cannabis issues in states that have 
legalized marijuana. 

Given Rohrabacher-Farr’s status as 
an amendment to a budgetary appro- 
priations bill, it must be renewed each 
time the budget is passed. (It’s current- 
ly set to expire on April 28.) But Angell 
says getting the amendment green-lit 
once more isn’t the real issue. 

“If we are able to bring this and 
other marijuana amendments to the 
House floor this year, I’m very confi- 
dent that we will pass them with broad 
bipartisan margins,” he says. “But 
that’s a big ‘if’.” 

That “if” lies in Speaker 
Paul Ryan’s newly implement- 
ed rules, which no longer per- 
mit amendments to budgetary 
legislation concerning guns, 
abortion, LGBT issues, or mar- 
iyuana. 

“We don’t know what sort 
of rules these appropriations 
bills are going to be brought 





forth under,” Angell explains, “and 
whether such amendments will even 
be allowed to be considered. We still 
don’t have a good indication on that 
right now.” 

In other words, marijuana prohi- 
bitionists in Congress are doing ev- 
erything possible to keep progressive 
legislation from reaching the floor. 
That’s because if a bill like The Respect 
State Marijuana Rights Act — recently 
introduced by Republican Rep. Dana 
Rohrabacher (R-CA) — actually made 
it to a vote, the vast majority of Con- 
gress would be obligated to vote in 
favor of it, if they wished to reflect the 
will of their constituents. 

On Feb. 23, Quinnipiac University 
released the results of a poll that found 
93 percent of Americans support med- 
ical marijuana use. They also discov- 
ered that “five out of seven Americans 
(71 percent) — including majorities 
of Republicans, Democrats, indepen- 
dents, and all age groups — oppose 
the government enforcing federal 
prohibition laws in states where mari- 
juana is legal for medical use.” 
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In short, a majority of U.S. citizens 
opposes federal efforts to crack down 
on states where medical cannabis is 
legal. While support for recreational 
cannabis isn’t quite as overwhelming 
— Quinnipiac reports 59 percent of 
voters support “making [marijuana] 
legal for all purposes” — the prevailing 
winds continue to shift in favor of 
reform. As larger battles loom, Angell 
says it’s important to celebrate the 
small victories, too. 

“Small victories generate momen- 
tum and lead to bigger victories,” he 
says. ‘There are a lot of people in our 
movement who tend to pooh-pooh 
incremental reforms. They think 
rescheduling” — i.e., reclassifying can- 
nabis from a Schedule I drug, which 
means the federal government consid- 
ers it to have no medical value — “is 
not good enough, and that we need to 
deschedule. 

“T always say any victory we get on 
the board just demonstrates that our 
movement is growing in power and 
leads to more substantial victories in 

the future,” he adds. 

As for that other document 
vital to the cannabis industry’s 
continued short-term exis- 
tence, Angell says he is “clicking 
refresh on the Justice Depart- 
ment website several dozen 
times a day” to see if the “Cole 
Memo,’ as it’s known, has been 
removed. As Angell points out, 
Sessions did refer to the memo 
as “valuable” during his con-

firmation hearing, but given that Ses- 
sions was also less than truthful about 
meeting with a Russian ambassador, 
it’s hard to take any of his testimony at 
that hearing at face value. 

Asked to give his best guess as to 
what might happen next, Angell paints 
a picture of a Justice Department ea- 
ger to save face without plunging the 
Trump Administration into further 
potential controversy. 

“My best guess is that they might 
keep the Cole Memo, or something like 
it,” he says, “and then simply go after a 
number of places that are not in strict 
compliance with those enforcement 
guidelines, to make an example out of 
them in an effort to get everybody into 
greater compliance.” 

Angell says this might be Sessions’ 
best move, especially given the alter- 
native. 

“T wouldn't be surprised if that’s the 
direction they go in, because I think a 
broader, full-scale crackdown against 
recreational laws would just be a politi- 
cal disaster for the administration,’ he 
says. I think even if Sessions wants to 
crack down, it would create huge prob- 
lems for his boss. I’m hoping they look 
at the situation through that political 
analysis and realize that this is a fight 
that they just don’t want to pick.”

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Liability coverage 
under auto 
policies follows 
driver, notcar

This week's question comes from Bao in Union City, 
who writes: 


Q: “Chris, | got into a car accident last week and 
broke two ribs. My sister was with me, and she 
suffered a concussion. The other driver ran a red 
light and hit us. | was driving my sister's car, which 
was totaled. | found out after the crash that my sis- 
ter doesn't have insurance. The agent for the driver 
who hit us says that, since the car was not insured, 
he doesn't have to pay for my injuries. | have my 
own car insurance policy. What should | do?” 


A: Boa, I'm sorry to learn of the car crash. Given 
the injuries, | assume you and your sister went 
to the hospital right away. Keep in mind, though, 
that some injuries from a car crash may not man- 
ifest themselves until days after the collision. | 
recommend you and your sister see your doctors 


for follow-up visits to report and receive care for 
any additional pain, stress or anxiety you may be 
suffering. 

You should also be aware that the California 
Vehicle Code requires the filing of a report to the 
DMV within 10 days of the accident. The report is 
called the Traffic Accident Report SR 1. It must be 
filed when there was property damage in excess of 
$1,000 or if anyone was killed or injured (no matter 
how minor). This report is required, even though 
you did not cause the accident. 

Turning to your insurance question, the fact that 
the car you were driving was not insured raises 
the question whether Proposition 213 applies. In 
1996, the Insurance Industry spent millions to pass 
the initiative. Insurance companies Knew it would 
generate massive profits. 

Here is how Prop. 213 works: If you were 
driving a car that was not insured at the time of 
the accident, Prop. 213 limits your recovery of 
economic damages — such as lost wages and 
medical expenses — and the diminished value of 
the car, if you were also the car's owner. You are 
precluded from recovering noneconomic damages, 
like compensation for pain and suffering, disability, 
disfigurement and emotional distress. 

Fortunately, certain exceptions to Prop. 213 ex- 
ist. The initiative does not apply when: 

- The car operator was driving his/her employ- 
ers uninsured vehicle. 

- The accident occurred on private property. 


- The owner of the vehicle did not 
have insurance, but the driver who 
borrowed the car did have insurance for 
another car. 

Bao, this third exception applies in 
your case. Liability coverage under auto 
policies follows the driver, not the car. If 
you had caused the accident, your auto 
policy would have protected you. This Is 
key under Prop. 213: Since you have an 
auto policy that covers the vehicles you 
operate, your sister's car Is considered 
“Insured” under the law. The insurance 
agent for the driver at fault either does 
not know the law or is trying to mislead 
VOU. 

Moreover, you should let your sister know that 
she, too, is not limited under Prop. 213 to the dam- 
ages she may recover. In Goodson v. Perfect Fit En- 
terprises, a case decided nearly 20 years ago, the 
plaintiff was a widower who brought a wrongful 
death action on behalf of his wife, who was killed 
when their van was broadsided by a truck. 

The husband and his wife did not own an auto 
policy for the van. The wife, however, was not driv- 
ing the van when the collision occurred. Instead, 
their daughter-in-law was driving van. The daugh- 
ter-in-law owned an auto insurance policy that 
covered her while driving the van. 

The Court of Appeal held that the financial 
responsibility requirement of Prop. 213 is satisfied

Proposition 213\limits one’s recovéry of economic 
damages inthe case of a motor vehicle accident, 
though certain exceptions exist. 
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if “the owner or driver has insurance that covers 
the driver for his or her operation of the vehicle 
involved in the accident.” Thus, the husband's 
recovery was not limited solely to economic dam- 
ages. He could also recover noneconomic damages 
for the loss of his wife's companionship, comfort, 
attention and support. 

Bao, | recommend you forward this article to the 
other driver's insurance agent. | also recommend 
that you speak to a trial lawyer experienced in 
handling vehicle accident cases. Only by talking to 
an attorney who represents your interests can you 
obtain an accurate measure of the damages you 
are entitled to under the law.

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Top 5 Scenic 
Sights on Kauai

Everywhere you go on the island of 
Kauai is bursting with beauty. Around 
every corner of the Garden Island lies 
nature's treasures: mountains soaring 
into the sky, palm trees dancing in 
the wind and waves lapping white 
sandy beaches. Some spots on the 
Garden Isle, however, outshine oth- 
ers. The following are so knock-your- 
socks-off gorgeous that they can’t be 
missed. 


Napali Coast 

Close your eyes and picture a perfect 
tropical paradise. That’s exactly what 
you ll find along the Napali Coast. 
Tall, fluted mountains threaded with 
waterfalls command this largely 
inaccessible landscape. It’s so breath- 
taking you'll swear you've never seen 
anything like it before. However, 
since no roads lead to this magnifi- 
cent destination, few options exist to 
reach the Napali Coast. 

For those with proper equipment, 
traveling by boat is a great choice. 
You'll also find all sorts of sea life 
during your journey, like spinner 
dolphins and green sea turtles. Heli- 
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copters or small aircrafts are another 
choice for witnessing the Napali 
Coast in all its glory. These tours also 
treat you to inaccessible portions of 
the area that few get to see. The ath- 
letically inclined, on the other hand, 
should consider the third option of 
hiking the Kalalau Trail, which hugs 
the Napali Coast. You can go as far as 
Hanakapiai Beach or trek for a total 
of 11 miles to the famed Kalalau 
Valley where you can camp and expe- 
rience what it might have been like 
to live here centuries ago as native 
Hawaiians once did. 


Hanalei Bay Beach 

This is considered the créme de la 
créme of Kauai beaches. Not only are 
there several points along the 3-mile 
bay that are perfect swimming spots, 
but the dazzling display of mountains 
all around are what make Hanalei 
Bay Beach. Namolokama Mountain 
and its ribbons of cascading water- 
falls, as well as Makana Mountain 
(also known as Bali Hai), border the 
glorious bay and make it ideal for a 
day of relaxation, surf lessons or pic- 
ture-perfect sunset viewing. 


Waimea Canyon State Park 

This landmark, also known as the 
“Grand Canyon of the Pacific,” with 
its red dirt-laced cliffs will make you 
wonder if you've landed on another 
planet. Accessible via Waimea Canyon 


Drive, the steep ride to peek at the 
crumbly gulches of this miniature 
canyon is well worth it. Waimea 
means “reddish water,” which is ex- 
actly what chiseled these deep valleys 
millions of years ago. One of the 
canyon’s highlights is Waipoo Falls, 
which can be seen from various scenic 
points beginning around mile marker 
10. One of the best ways to experi- 
ence the falls, however, is by hiking 
the Canyon Trail that takes you right 
to the top of this 800-foot waterfall 
and boasts unparalleled views of crag- 
gy mountains. 


Puu o Kila Lookout 

This is the crown jewel of easily ac- 
cessible sights in Kokee State Park. 
Otherwise known as the Kalalau 
Lookout, the Puu o Kila lookout is 
located at the end of the same road 
that takes you up to Waimea Canyon. 
It’s at an elevation of around 4,000 
feet, where the air feels crisp and the 
landscape is dominated by Hawaiian 
fern and ohia trees. The lookout pro- 
vides a dramatic display of Kalalau 
Valley, bursting with vibrant green 
colors and bordered by a brilliant 
blue ocean. You'll gain the best van- 
tage of the sweeping valley if you get 
here early in the morning before the 
infamous fog settles in. You'll also 
likely beat the throngs of people that 
wait until later in the day to make the 
journey, which gives you the added

bonus of hearing the morning trills 
of Kauai’s native birds. Hike the short 
Pihea Trail, where the trailhead looks 
like the surface of the moon, and 
head along the top of the valley for 
more sensational angles of the valley 
all while keeping an eye out for native 
flora and fauna. If the weather has 
been rainy be advised that this trail 
can get extremely muddy. 


Kilauea Point National Wildlife Refuge 
You can’t get a better view of the vast 
ocean than from this north shore 
peninsula. The charming Kilauea 
Point National Wildlife Refuge is easy 
to get to and provides much more 
than just an astounding view. You'll 
also be treated to an abundance of 
native wildlife. In fact, it’s the only 
place where hundreds of seabirds 
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like the mighty ‘iwa, or great frigate, 
soar above your head and nene, or 
Hawaiian goose, pluck grass by your 
feet. And if it’s the right time of 
year, this is a prime locale for whale 
watching, especially since binoculars 
are available at the visitor’s center. 
History buffs can also explore the 
recently restored Kilauea Lighthouse 
that once served as a beacon for 
ships. Volunteers are always on hand 
to answer any of your questions, so 
besides being treated to spectacular 
north shore vistas, you'll also be able 
to learn about this special Hawaiian 
environment.

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Trump on TV

Like Persian carpets from 

hell, Sanaz Mazinani’s art lures in visi- 
tors with its beautiful outlines of pro- 
to-Islamic geometries and the promise of 
calm and reflection. 

But that promise dissipates — bad- 
ly — when art-goers get much closer, 
as with Mazinani’s work called Trump 
on TV, which incorporates images 
she found on the internet. Mazinani 
patterns and re-patterns these images, 
including one from the stage of the 
final 2016 presidential debate, when 
Donald Trump groused about Hillary 
Clinton (“such a nasty woman”), and 
Muslims and immigration (“We are go- 
ing to stop radical Islamic terrorism in 
this country”), and issued a phalanx of 
statements that were inaccurate. 

Trump lied. And then repeated the 
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lies. Mazinani’s repetition of Trump’s 
visage becomes a visual parallel to his 
insidious political crooning, and the 
way a repeated idea and a single image 
can gain traction. 

“I want to bring attention to how 
we consume media,” says Mazinani, 
whose new works are at SF Cam- 
erawork in an exhibit called “Sanaz 
Mazinani: Signal to Noise.” “I wanted 
to use a singular image to talk about 
how we have so many screens, and so 
many TVs, and ongoing images sur- 
rounding us — whether it’s on mobile 
devices or news feeds or Instagram 
or Facebook — and how when we see 
one image repeated over and over, that 
might affect our understanding of the 
subject, whether it’s limited or pushes 
that to the forefront and replaces alter- 
native versions [of the subject].

platform to push not only his voice and 
his image forward into the conscious- 
ness of the American public,” she adds, 
“but now he’s using his hate speech 
and divisionary plans and using the 
media to make it normative.” 

Born in Iran and living in San Fran- 
cisco, Mazinani surveyed the internet 
for nearly all the baseline images in 
“Signal to Noise,” whose title alludes 
to the convoluted power of imagery to 
shape public opinion about the world, 
including her native country. 

Under Trump’s White House, the 
United States has already threatened 
to go to war with Iran, and one of 
Mazinani’s most provocative pieces at 
SF Camerawork is Shadow Wars, a wall- 
sized, magenta-and-blue work pat- 
terned with missile-carrying Predator 
drones and the silhouette of a soldier 
viewing a desert horizon. Mazinani, 


who will speak at SF Camerawork on 
March 9, from 6 to 8 p.m., in a conver- 
sation with Asian Art Museum edu- 
cator Marc Mayer, tells SF Weekly that 
her dissection of media images and 
conflict “has become a more significant 
part of my practice. I’m talking about 
difficult subjects, but at the same time 
I believe in making art that can reso- 
nate and that people can enjoy. For me, 
it’s the yin and yang of it. 

“T want there to be a silver lining to 
it,” she adds. “So the beauty and the 
harmony of these patterns provide an 
alternative perspective and an alter- 
native way of thinking about a culture 
that most people don’t know too much 
about. In Iranian culture, in Islamic or- 
namentation, normally those patterns 
are on mosques or carpets. It’s a way to 
allow your mind to meditate and settle 
on an alternative to what’s happening 
in the world. It’s the physical versus 
the celestial. What I did was use the 
patternizations to talk about today, 
and the potential of a harmonious 
future.” 


Mazinani is also featured in 
“Mashrabiya: The Art of Looking Back,” 
at San Francisco State’s Fine Arts Gal- 
lery, which invited six California artists 
with roots in the Middle East to use the 
idea of the mashrabiya as a jumping-off 
point. A Middle East architectural fea- 
ture that dates from the Middle Ages, 
mashrabiyas are stylized window screens, 
often with intricate latticework, that 
give people inside privacy and the discre- 
tionary ability to look outside. They’re a 
kind of architectural veil that masks both 
sides — private and public. 

In her “Geometries” series, Los 
Angeles-based Samira Yamin veils 
the media's reporting on war, taking 
pages from TIME and meticulously 
cutting Islamic geometrical patterns 
into the magazine’s photos and text 
about soldiers, battle, and death. In 
2013, for example, she took the Oct. 1, 
2001 edition of TIME — with Osama 
bin Laden on the cover (“Target: Bin 
Laden”) — and denuded its power to 
inform. Yamin, whose parents emigrat- 
ed from Iran in 1982, both prettified 
and obscured the issue, including its 
red-framed cover and its sprawling in- 
side pages. “Mashrabiya” features this 
geometricized magazine encased by a 
mirror that accentuates the thousands 
and thousands of openings — stars, 
hexagons, and other ornate shapes — 
that turn an international issue devot- 
ed to “War & Terrorism” into a sea of 
unending ornamentation. 


Yamin, who will often spend four 
20-hour days working on a single page, 
says the mainstream media filters the 
Middle East almost solely through the 
lens of Islam, which badly distorts the 
way people understand the region. Her 
TIME revisions, she tells SF Weekly, are 
a commentary on this over-utilization 
— as well as on two themes that she 
says are a subtext of the media’s and 
the U.S. government’s Middle East 
strategies: creating fear and creating 
pity. 

“Islam as a way to talk about the 
Middle East obscures our view of the 
Middle East, which is a term that’s a 
political construction,” Yamin says in 
a phone interview from Los Angeles. 
“The way images work, especially in a 
magazine, is that they're consumed 
at a very particular pace, and we’re 
supposed to glean something relatively 
quickly from looking at an image. Fear 
and pity are the two common threads 
that we use to talk about the Middle 
East and North Africa. If you look at 
the language of going to war in Af- 
ghanistan in 2001, for example, it was 
that we need to protect ourselves from 
terrorists, and we need to liberate the 
women from the Taliban. One thing 
I’m trying to do is strip the content 
that perpetuates this language, so we 
can get to the structure of representa- 
tion — to say, ‘How was this story ac- 
tually constructed?’ ... That knowledge 
can be imposed back on the image to 
say that the image itself is a construc- 
tion.” 

In Taraneh Hemami’s different 
works at “Mashrabiya,” the people of 
Iran and its diaspora are both cut out 
and visible — a spectrum that reflects 
the volatile pattern of migration and 
memory that Hemami has found in 
Northern California’s Iranian-Amer- 
ican community. Like Mazinani, He- 
mami was born in Iran and lives in San 
Francisco. Her Hall of Reflections mirror 
assemblage incorporates photos that 
range from focused to blurry, while her 
related Absence work excises people in 
photos and replaces their outlines with 
other images. The result: A kind of ex- 
quisite, captivating dissonance. 

“Mashrabiya” and “Signal to Noise” 
coincide with an SFMOMA exhibit, 
“Where We Come From,” by Palestin- 
ian-American artist Emily Jacir, which 
is more timely than ever given Trump's 
vow to reconfigure U.S. policy in Pal- 
estine and Israel. Jacir, who can travel 
freely in the Holy Land because of 
her American passport, made “Where 
We Come From” from 2001 to 2003. 
Through tight checkpoints »>p28 
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and official policies that Human Rights 
Watch have called “severe and discrim- 
inatory,’ Israel imposes strict travel 
and entry restrictions on Palestinians, 
including those with generational ties 
to Israel and the West Bank and Gaza 
Strip. In “Where We Come From,” Jacir 
asked Palestinians around the world, 
“If I could do anything for you, any-

Because of its intricate reflec- 
tions, contours, and shadows, the skull 
that Vogue TDK painted on a gray wall in 
West Oakland looks like it was done with 
a paintbrush, using painstaking brush 
strokes. Nope. As he always does, Vogue 
TDK just used spray cans, which he has 
mastered after years and years of putting 
up street art. 

“T like to challenge the viewer to 
wonder, ‘How was that done with a 
spray can?’ ” he tells SF Weekly.

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Photo by Jonathan Curiel 
where in Palestine, what would it be?” 
Jacir’s photos and text, in English 
and Arabic, tell the stories of what she 
did, and those stories are much more 
profound than, say, an Associated Press 
news update from the region. One man 
Jacir contacted — a Palestinian-Egyp- 
tian who was born in the West Bank 
town of Nablus, where his parents are 
from — asked Jacir to climb Mount 
Carmel in Haifa and “look at the Med- 


Vogue TDK is royalty. 

“They put out limited-edition cans 
in a fancy wooden box with a plexiglass 
front, and they stamp your name on 
the side,” says Vogue TDK, who attend- 
ed Academy of Art University and has 
scores of Instagram followers around 
the world, including large fan bases 
in Mexico and Spain. “It’s a collectors 
thing, and I had to figure out what fits 
on something vertical. I choose that 
imagery, and they applied it to the can. 

“The crown thing is more relevant 
to the whole graffiti world, because as 
a young person, there’s no establish- 
ment, and everyone wants to be recog- 
nized,” he adds. “The only youth-driven 
art form is graffiti. As you come up, 
you boast to see who’s better. A lot 
of times, your peers nominate you — 
like, “That person has hit every bus 
in San Francisco.’ That was big in the 
1980s. And that person becomes ‘king 
of bus-hopping.’ The crown is a pro- 
claimed thing. People have thrown the 
term ‘king’ at me for a long time.” 

Vogue TDK, 48, has been doing 
street art for 32 years. The artist, who’s 
from Oakland but now spends much 
of his time in San Leandro, has work 
around the Bay Area. Most of it is in 
Oakland, like the memorial mural he 
did for the Ghost Ship warehouse fire 
victims, close to the Fruitvale BART 
station in East Oakland. 

Vogue TDK says he has to be con- 
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iterranean from there.” Jacir did, and 
photographed what she saw. 

Another Palestinian man — a New 
Yorker whose dad was exiled from 
Jerusalem in 1948, after the founding 
of Israel — asked Jacir to visit the fam- 
ily’s Jerusalem home. Jacir did, found 
Palestinian workers renovating the 
house for its Jewish owner, and took an 
image of the stone building. A Houston 
woman with a Lebanese passport — 
whose parents are from Haifa but were 
compelled to leave in 1948 — asked 
Jacir to “go to Haifa and play soccer 
with the first Palestinian boy you see 
on the street.” Jacir did. She met a 
Palestinian boy named Kamel. They 
played soccer in the street. SFMOMA 
has the photo — a bittersweet image 
of Jacir, Kamel, and a black-and-white 
soccer ball on a sunny day in Haifa. 
“Where We Come From” would be even 
more difficult to make today, given the 
even tighter restrictions that Israel has 
imposed on Palestinian travel, but the 
project’s re-emergence at SFMOMA, 
where it’s on display until April 2, is a 
sign of a cultural shift that the Palestin- 
ian-American cultural critic and scholar 
Edward Said would have championed. 

In February 2003, as Jacir was fin- 
ishing her project, Said — author of the 
trilogy of books that includes Oriental- 
ism, Covering Islam, and The Question

scientious of the areas he paints in. 
“You can’t paint skulls just anywhere, 
because the neighborhood and the 
community will be like, “What the hell 
is this?!’ ” he says. “For mural painting, 
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of Palestine — told me in an interview 
that, “What I stand for is what a lot of 
people stand for. They are no longer 
interested in Band-Aids.” Said, who 
would die seven months later from 
cancer, was talking about his long-held 
critiques of American and Israeli for- 
eign policies and media representation 
of Arab societies. One of the many 
through-lines of Said’s scholarship, 
which he originated more than 40 years 
ago, was his plea for Arabs and Mus- 
lims to report on their own state of af- 
fairs — to be the prism through which 
Americans and Westerners considered 
the complex narratives of the greater 
Middle East. From an art perspective, 
that’s what’s on display in “Mashrabi- 
ya, Signal to Noise,” and “Where We 
Come From”: Artists with deep roots 
in the countries and concepts they’re 
addressing, hoping to distill those roots 
to people who may have only a cursory 
understanding of them. 

For these artists, it’s a balancing act 
that is not guaranteed to work. They 
know that. Yamin says she was heavily 
influenced by Said’s scholarship. Jacir, 
whom SF Weekly tried to reach for com- 
ment, once said, “ ‘Where We Come 
From’ is a failure in some way. I am not 
sure how to reconcile the notion that 
non-Palestinians are being entertained 
by our sorrows and dreams.” 





I [ask myself], ‘Am I in a Black neigh- 
borhood. Am I in a Latino neighbor- 
hood? Who's going to see this? Is it by 
a school?’ That’s what I take into con- 
sideration before I paint something, 
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It’s debatable whether SFMOMA’s 
exhibit of “Where We Come From” is 
merely “entertainment.” But what’s 
not debatable is that Jacir’s work — 
along with the work of Mazinani, Yam- 
in and the other artists in “Mashrabi- 
ya’ — presents a deep humanity and 
critique of the region that is important 
to see first-hand. Their work connects 
the greater Middle East to the United 
States — and to the Bay Area — ata 
time of extreme uncertainty when so 
many people are longing for a different 
reality.

Pushing for 
Decriminalization 


I first met Kimberlee Cline 
when I was booked to be a ukulele-play- 
ing mermaid entertaining guests at her 
pirate-themed baby shower at the Cen- 
ter for Sex and Culture. (It’s the city’s 
community center for alternative sexu- 
ality, located in what is now Twitter’s 
backyard.) I was still new in town and 
had just begun my career in the sex in- 
dustry by dancing naked in North 
Beach — just as Carol Queen, the 
founder of the CSC, had done in the 
early 90s, and Cline herself had done 
five years prior to my arrival to the city. 

For me, that baby shower was 
the first time I found myself in a 
wholesome, intergenerational space 
with other sex workers and got to see 
how we establish communities as we 
age and grow our families. (I didn’t 
quite realize I was serenading an 
instrumental player in the founding 
of the Sex Worker Outreach 
Project, The Desiree Alli- 
ance, and December 
17: Day to End 
Violence Against 
Sex Workers.) 
Being there gave 
me hope and an 
enormous sense 
of belonging: 
Cline and I have 
been close ever 
since. Her son is 
now five. 

We bonded over 
our mutual quest 
to improve the rights 
of sex workers in America 
by any means necessary, and there’s 
almost nobody I'd rather go smoke 
and gossip with in the parking lot at 
conferences. 

Though she works in Sacramento, 
we usually only see each other in oth- 
er parts of the world. This summer, 
after stuffing our faces with New 
Orleans seafood at Desiree Alliance 
— the biannual sex-worker confer- 
ence Cline founded, and which hosts 
hundreds of “heaux” and their allies 
— I tipsily told her on the way back 
to our hotel rooms that I felt like we 
were getting so close to the decrim- 
inalization dream. Five more years 
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and wed get there for sure, I thought. 


She laughed at me gently and slung 
her arm around my neck. 

“Oh, honey,” she said, “That’s what 
I said five years ago.” 

Though she’s right to temper my 
unyielding, Pollyanna optimism, 
2017 may indeed be a breaking point 
in the struggle toward decriminaliza- 
tion of sex work in the United States. 

Early in her career, Cline spent 
a few years dancing in Hawaii while 
studying to get her bachelor’s de- 
gree. Recently, she was contacted by 
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the chair of the Libertarian Party 

of Hawaii, Tracy Ryan, and asked to 
come to Honolulu to help mobilize 
workers to support three — count 
them, three! — bills currently mov- 
ing through the state legislature 
that would improve the rights of sex 
workers in Hawaii. 

Senate Bill 264 would expedite the 
process of eliminating prostitution 
convictions from people’s records, 
and HB 1532 would ensure that sex 
workers are given a seat at the table 
when regulating zoning. But House 
Bill 1533 is the crown jewel of this 
particular batch of progressive legis- 
lation. 

Introduced by House Speaker Joe 
Souki, the bill would amend the Ha- 
waii penal code to decriminalize all 
acts of sex work between consenting 
adults. HB 1533 would be a meaning- 
ful step toward improving the human 
rights of a group of historically dis- 
enfranchised workers, but it could be 

the first domino to fall, 
giving other jurisdic- 
tions the gumption 
to propose similar 
policies. 

All three bills 
are being reviewed 
by their respective 

Judiciary commit- 
tees and won't 
be decided on 
until January of 
next year, which 
means we have 

about 10 months 
to educate the 

Hawaii legislature 

é about how decriminal- 
mae ization will curb sex traf- 
ficking as well as the spread 
of HIV/AIDS. It will also give police 
officers one fewer excuse to harass 
queer and trans people, immigrants, 
and communities of color. 

Though you may not be able to 
fly out to the islands like Cline did 
last week or meet personally with 
legislators and sex workers on the 
ground, supporters on the mainland 
can still get involved. Call committee 
members and tell them you stand 
with leading human rights and pub- 
lic health groups such as Amnesty 
International and the World Health 
Organization. Urge Hawaii to priori- 
tize the human rights of sex workers 
and support HB 1533 — as well as 
HB 1532 and SB 264. It can and will 
make a huge difference. 

Full decriminalization may take 
another five years. Maybe it'll even 
take until Cline’s son graduates from 
high school; I don’t know. But the 
dial is shifting, and if we come to- 
gether and keep pushing, maybe we 
can make that first domino fall. And 
then, the sky’s the limit.

Mr. Gaga 
Not rated. 
Opens Friday at the Opera Plaza 
Cinema. 
Clever though it is, the oft-repeated 
canard “writing about music is like 
dancing about architecture” has never 
quite stood up to scrutiny. Anyone 
who can read English can tell that, say, 
Greil Marcus’s writing is about music, 
but if you aren't conversationally liter- 
ate in the language of dance, Swan 
Lake might as well be about architec- 
ture, or possibly the stock market. 
Tomer Heymann’s documentary Mr. 
Gaga is for those who are fully fluent 
in the movement arts, following the 
life and career of a somewhat challeng- 
ing Israeli dancer by the name of Ohad 
Naharin. The title comes from Naha- 
rin having developed a “dance lan- 
guage’ called Gaga in the 1990s, and 
though he’s probably a very nice guy 
once you get to know him, he also has 
one of those perma-scowls that makes 
you think he must hate you so much. 
The picture’s timeline is a bit wonky, 
since dance clips from throughout Na- 
harin’s career are shown regardless of 
what part of his life is being covered — 
the 2011 Sadeh21 gets trotted out 
quite often — and especially frustrat- 
ing is a second-act twist that reveals 
the story about how he got into dance, 
presented as truth in the first act, was 
entirely made up for no good reason.

Donald Cried 

Rated R. 

Opens Friday at Opera Plaza Cinema. 
The teenagers who grew up watching 

John Hughes’ films are middle-aged now 
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and must content themselves with high- 
school-reunion films gone awry. The 
Simple Minds song “Don’t You (Forget 
About Me)” used to sound like a plea in 
those 1980s flicks. Now, it sounds like a 
threat. In films like The D Train and 
Young Adult, nostalgia for a lost adoles- 
cence stamps out all common sense. 
Grownups in these narratives have aban- 
doned their younger, imaginative selves, 
having settled into a spiritual entropy 
and the vacuous conformity of suburbia. 
Kris Avedisian’s Donald Cried fits snugly 
inside this genre. Avedisian wrote, di- 
rected, and stars in it as Donald, a Rabe- 
laisian figure and cousin to Jon Heder’s 
Napoleon Dynamite and Juston Street’s 
Jay in Everybody Wants Some!!. When Pe- 
ter, a friend from high school, knocks on 
his door some 20 years after graduation, 
Donald’s thrill is palpable. His skinny 
frame is just barely stitched together bya 
false bravado and a neediness that in- 
stantly repels, and fascinates, Peter. Fans 
of Mike White’s work will recognize 
some of Chuck & Buck's relationship here. 
One man seems to hold all the power, 
until the chemistry in their dynamic be- 
gins to change. Donald Cried is more than 
a bromance though because Avedisian 
hypnotizes the audience with a per- 
sistent, unyielding thought: Nothing 
feels like it did in high school.

Thirty years later, his new movie The 
Ottoman Lieutenant looks on the sur- 
face like a prestige period piece, down 
to aname that evokes The English Pa- 
tient. Lillie (Hera Hilmar) is a Christian 
nurse from a wealthy Philadelphia 
family who goes against her stuffy par- 
ents’ wishes and travels to the Otto- 
man Empire on the eve of the first 
World War to work in a medical mis- 
sion alongside fellow expatriate doctor 
Jude (Josh Hartnett). Once there, she 
falls in love with Ismail (Michael Huis- 
man), a Muslim lieutenant in the Ot- 
toman army. That the title is The 
Ottoman Lieutenant and not The Amer- 
ican Doctor hints at the film’s sympa- 
thies in the love triangle — and 
indeed, everything about the film is 
very much on the surface. No subtext 
is left unspoken as text, and the pic- 
ture makes no attempt to avoid cli- 
chés, nor does it skimp on the action. 
In spite of its stuffy outward appear- 
ance, The Ottoman Lieutenant retains 
its director’s B-movie sensibilities, and 
is all the better for it. SC

By Peter Lawrence Kane house Chris Cosentino’s Incanto (and, 
for a short while after, Porcellino), 
Uma Casa is a newly mined jewel in the 
process of getting its facets buffed to 

a gleam. 

Further reinforcing the idea that 
every meal ought to start with at least 
something complimentary, the little 
bowls of potato chips and malagueta 
pepper sauce are one thing and one 
thing only: addictive. It’s a shrewd 
move, because the $5 bread-and-butter 
is a cut above what’s normally dished 


self: There ain’t none. Even Yelp wants to 
redirect you to tapas spots or to Brazilian 
steakhouses like Espetus, and those ar- 
en't even in the same family. For a coun- 
try that punches above its weight class 
— the word tempura comes from Portu- 
guese and dates to the Portuguese Em- 
pire’s contact with feudal Japan in the 
16th century — it’s a curious omission. 
But now we ve got a Portuguese 
restaurant, and it’s rather plainly called 
Uma Casa, or “a house.” Having taken 
up residence in the space that used to 


When Telmo Faria (formerly of 
Tacolicious) said he wanted to opena 
Portuguese restaurant in San Francisco 
because it didn’t have one, I assumed 
what he really meant was that it didn’t 
have a signature Portuguese restaurant. 
But with the notable exception of the 
“Portuguese corner” on the menu at 
Grubstake — which is legit, and also 
available until very late at night — Faria 
was speaking quite literally. See for your- 
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out for free. It comes with two but- 
ters, actually, one made with olive and 
the other, sharper-tasting one, with 
chourico (i.e., chorizo). And the pieces 
are presented — staged, almost — on 
their ends, so it almost looks like 

you got a full loaf, sliced and toasted. 
There’s a full menu section devoted 

to snacks (petiscos), in fact. Cenouras 
alentejanas ($6), a marinated salad 
made with carrots, fennel, watermel- 
on radish, and coriander, could use a 
touch more salt, but when it comes 
time to venture into seafood territory, 
Portugal’s maritime influence starts to 
gather steam. 

Take the salada de atum ($15), 
which is different not only in degree 
but in kind from every other tuna 
salad in the Western hemisphere. Like 
ultra-luxe poke wearing a headdress of 
microgreens, it’s raw yellowfin bedaz- 
zled with quail egg, onion puree, herbs, 
and olives, and served on chips in such 
a way that it feels like you're preparing 
hors d'oeuvres for yourself. (Minus 
the chips, it’s purer and just as good.) 
Similarly, the pasteis de bacalhau (or 
salt cod fritters, $10) outperform even 
the most well-rehearsed crab cakes. 
Creamy but not heavy and mixed with 
plenty of potato, they’re easy and ca- 
sual and very, very good. (As an aside, 
and for whatever it’s worth, it’s dishes 
like this that have helped me get over 
my crybaby aversion to mayo and all 
its derivatives.) 

Piri-piri chicken wings — which I 
always associate with Dom’s pop-up 
on the mediocre, shot-in-San-Fran- 
cisco HBO show Looking — were 
pleasantly hot in both senses of the 
word, if slightly awkward to eat. It was 
as strongly seasoned and salty as the 
takeout chicken from the churrasque- 
iras in my hometown, andif >» p34

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grilled chicken is always going to be 
nothing more than grilled chicken, it’s 
homey and well worth the $12. (Over- 
all, I found Uma Casa’s prices eminent- 
ly reasonable.) The sticking point was 
the greens it came with, which were 
oily yet insufficiently cooked down, 
such that however slowly and delib- 
erately my dining companion and | 
tried to eat them, we always had stems 
sticking out of our mouths. I get the 
urge to avoid serving 
bare wings on a plate, 
but it’s not the right 
solution. 

A $16 plate of 
“arroz de pato” — 
the scare quotes are 
theirs, and probably 
owing to the use of ri- 
sotto in lieu of paella 
— was undoubtedly 
the most elegant, harmonious dish. A 
roasted duck breast with a duck-confit 
mushroom risotto, plus dried cher- 
ries and a red wine reduction sounds 
almost comically labor-intensive, but 
however much sweat equity goes into 
this, it’s completely justified, as every 
leg of the duck-rice-cherry triangle 
holds the other two in place. It’s beau- 
tiful. As much as I love quail, Uma 
Casa’s codorniz vinho d’alhos (fried 
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Uma Casa

quail with squash puree, Madeira jus, 
pickled pearl onion, and herbs, $15) 
suffered from following perfection. 

It didn’t help that it was plated like 
catering food, plus the jus didn’t en- 
hance the quail in any way, and the on- 
ion sat far away from the action, like a 
satellite in high orbit. 

For mains, a caldeirada (or seafood 
stew, $28) of sea bass, shrimp, mus- 
sels, and potato in a saffron-tomato 
broth) was flat-out excellent, partly 
because saffron is 
like a wormhole to 
deliciousness, partly 
because the flaky 
sea bass absorbed 
its essence, and 
partly because of 
the reappearance of 
the wonderful bread 
from earlier, to scoop 
up the residual broth. 
And a bacalhau gomes de sa ($21) was 
easily its equal. Bursting with cara- 
melized onion richness and studded 
with parsley aioli plus three slices of 
soft-boiled eggs in a shamrock for- 
mation, this salt cod casserole is the 
closest Faria gets to country cooking. 
(Go ahead, order salt cod twice in one 
sitting; if you don’t finish this one, it 
makes great leftovers.) 

As with the finest, high-end tapas 
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restaurants (think Bellota or Zarzu- 
ela), it’s worth going with a group of 
four so that everyone can maximize 
the number of nibbles they get. But, 
Bellota’s occasional live Spanish gui- 
tarists notwithstanding, Uma Casa’a 
ambience is a bit more romantic, so 
it may be more attractive to parties 
of two. It’s beautifully lit, and as tiled 
as downtown Santa Barbara. A sec- 
ond palpable tension: This is a large 
space for a neighborhood joint, and 
in order to keep the lights on, it will 
have to make itself known far beyond 
the 94114 ZIP code. (Luckily, nearby 
94110 is among the hungriest in the 
country.) 

The third and final (potential) 
complication is that by filling a hole 
in the city’s culinary scene, it would 
be easy for Uma Casa to go the rus- 
tic-nostalgic route and cater to Por- 
tuguese people’s fond remembrances 
of Sunday at grandma’s. Rendering a 
final verdict on that point is outside 
my range, but I strongly suspect that 
it’s not the case. But even if Uma Casa 
weren't able to broadcast itself as the 
only Portuguese restaurant in town, 
there’s reason enough for the hordes to 
flock here.

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Hungry at 
The Wolf

In its first month, Oakland’s 
The Wolf is more concerned with the leg- 
acy of place than in forging a new iden- 
tity. At this point, that approach to 
establishing a customer base is entirely 
understandable, if not very daring. Bay 
Wolf, its predecessor, left behind 40 years 
of hungry ghosts lingering in the hall- 
ways when it closed a year and a half ago. 
When Michael Wild shuttered Bay Wolf’s 
doors, Rebekah and Rich Wood — the 
husband-and-wife team behind Wood 
Tavern and Southie — decided to opena 
third restaurant in the former Crafts- 
man-style house at the sleepier end of 
Piedmont Avenue. 

The Wolf, though, has preserved 
more than the wooded front patio. 
Chef Yang Peng’s menu features duck, 
a classic that Bay Wolf used to serve, 
which is one of many echoes to the 
space’s illustrious past. The Califor- 
nia-casual decor here tries to communi- 
cate an attitude of upscale calm, but an 
underlying anxiety of influence dom- 
inates the atmosphere. The waitstaff 
performed their duties — from greet- 
ing to serving to clearing — with an 
affability underlined by wariness. After 
all, it takes some bravery to launch a 
restaurant in this era of cantankerous 
social media gourmands. 

Tucking into piles of freshly baked 
slices of Acme bread, we found comfort 
in imagining ourselves seated at a Eu- 
ropean cafe, where leisure and pastis 
are served to the idle rich. Shaved 
fennel, crunchy like celery but sweeter, 
was the tastiest bite in the wild arugula 
and asparagus salad ($10), its lem- 
on-parmesan vinaigrette possibly the 
tangiest dressing on the West Coast. 
When asked how much of the apple 
would we taste in the creamy potato 
and green apple aoup ($10), our server 


Heirloom carrot risotto 
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replied, “A hint.” And she was right. 
The unfortunate color of the soup not- 
withstanding, that fruitiness, and the 
presence of chives and bacon lardons, 
added dimension to the potatoes’ natu- 
ral starchy blandness. 

As the tables emptied, the patio now 
only belonged to us. When the entrees 
materialized, both were problematic. 
The pan-fried rock cod sandwich ($17) 
had been cooked to a reptilian dryness, 
and its caper aioli was an afterthought 
smeared on a small patch of bun. The 
red cabbage slaw, had it been dressed, 
might have saved the day. (Yes, we 
should have ordered the $18 smoked 
duck breast sandwich instead. It passed 
us by and looked moist and vibrant, 
like a banh mi.) My sandwich expecta- 
tions had been, perhaps, unreasonably 
high after having eaten so many excel- 
lent ones at both Southie and Wood 
Tavern. 

And so we turned our hopes and 
attention toward the heirloom carrot 
risotto ($17). The multicolored carrots 
had been baked to bring out their sweet 
earthiness, but unfortunately, the ri- 
sotto was underdone. The flavors were 
all there, but the execution was not. 

One bright spot was a side of fried 
Brussels sprouts ($9). Their original 
greenness was cooked down to a deli- 
cious, crunchy brown color. Slivers of 
the Calabrian chilies had turned trans- 
lucent as cranberries. Their sweetness 
counteracted the funky aftertaste that 
makes kids everywhere swear off Brus- 
sels sprouts for life. 

Overall, pacing was the primary 
issue. The front of the house, with its 
fine hospitality, will encourage repeat 
visits from regulars in the neighbor- 
hood. But for a broader audience (and 
culinary accolades), the kitchen will 
need to find its rhythm and its own 
identity, apart from the familiar one as- 
sociated with the name it has inherited.

The famous drive-through 
sequoia in Calaveras Big Trees State 
Park collapsed earlier this year after 
heavy rains weakened the already 
mostly dead tree, but fans of Tyler 
Florence’s Wayfare Tavern have a sub- 
stitute much nearer by. Ride an eleva- 
tor car up to the fourth floor of the 
century-old building that houses the 
seven-year-old FiDi restaurant for 
The Sequoia, open Thursdays 
through Saturdays from 5 p.m. to 11 
p.m., beginning March 16. 

Put together by Ken Fulk, the 
Anglophilic, more-is-more designer 
with a penchant for animal prints 
and formal balance — who also laid 
out The Cavalier, The Battery, Leo’s 
Oyster Bar, and many other projects 
— The Sequoia is a bar-within-a- 
restaurant through whose skylights 
you may glimpse the nearby Trans- 
america Pyramid, if you position 
yourself just so. 

Even more so than Wayfare Tavern’s 
pre-existing private dining areas — 
the Billiards Room and the Bartlett 
Room — it’s a clubby spot. There 
are $14 cocktails like the Lodge 
(barrel-aged Eagle Rare, Dolin 
Rouge, St. George Bruto Americano, 
and Peychaud’s Herbsaint) or the 
Paddock (Mt. Gay Black Barrel Rum, 
Amaro Montenegro, citrus, bitters, 
and Crispin cider), plus an exten- 
sive roster of spirits. 

But it’s not merely a bar: There’s 
a full menu separate from Wayfare 
Tavern, including a chilled Maine 
lobster, prime beef tartare with 
potato chips and petite herbs, a 
city salad (blackberry, marinated 
chickpea, red quinoa, avocado, and 
mustard vinaigrette), and the but- 
termilk-brined organic fried chicken 
that Food & Wine listed as the best 
in the country last year. (In a world 
where $30 fried chicken isn’t un- 
heard of, it’s nice to know it’s only 
$26.) 

With space for 40 sit-down 
diners or 80 reception guests, 
you can sit at one of the checker- 
board-topped tables or inside the 
former vault at one corner (also 
tricked out by Fulk). But whatever 
you do, don’t try to drive directly 
there.

When one languishes in one’s 
world-weariness and cynicism, sharing 
stories on Facebook about how every- 
thing in San Francisco totally sucks now 
and we can’t even get a raised bike lane 
on Valencia without 27 cars parking 
themselves in it, it’s easy to think that 
everything cool has already been done, 
and probably getting Ellis Act-ed at this 
very moment. 

Then a concept comes along that is 
so refreshingly novel that you wonder 
why nobody did it before. The Riddler, 
a compact Champagne bar in Hayes 
Valley, is such a spot. In all my booz- 
ing, I’ve never found a place that mixes 
highbrow and lowbrow quite like this. 
It could very well restore your faith 
in... 

First things first: The Riddler is 
spendy, even by 2017’s high threshold. 
(The median price of the nine sparkling 
wines available by the glass? $22.) If 
you re the kind of person 
who loses all inhibition 
after two glasses of bub- 


square footage — and tinier kitchen 
space — likely makes oysters impos- 
sible, there’s a lot more to it. Namely, 
three types of caviar, all with créme 
fraiche, chives, and potato chips, and 
all at very different price points: white- 
fish for $35, hackleback at $60, and 
royal white sturgeon at $150. 

You can also get a plate of cheeses 
with marcona almonds, pickled grapes, 
and pluot jam, and charcuterie with 
pickled carrots, homemade mustard, 
and apricot chutney. Tater tot waffles 
somehow combine all this into a deli- 
cious whole. The smoked salmon waffle 
(with bowfin caviar, créme fraiche, and 
herbs) is oddly elegant in its form and 
aroma, yet with the irresistible snack- 
ability of a can of Pringles. 

If, to mix metaphors, you have 
caviar wishes and Champagne dreams 
but also a beer budget, you're not 
exactly shit out of luck, either. Take 
the Bump & A Shot for six, a cocka- 
mamie concept designed to replicate 
the act bonding over cocaine in the 
ladies’ restroom, only with a patina 
of mom-friendliness. The same three 
tiers of caviar apply, and you're meant 
to spoon them onto the back of your 
hand. Only in this circumstance, 
they’re paired with six small shots 
of Ruinart Blanc de Blancs (for the 
sturgeon), Domaine Pichot Sparkling 
Vouvray (for the hackleback), and Mill- 
er High Life (aka the “Champagne of 
Beers,” with the whitefish). 

Feeling a little down and/or shame- 
less? Try a Joan, which is “a glass of 
cheap house wine filled all the way to 
the brim.” We ran through a bunch of 
famous Joans to see who it might be 
named for. Joan Crawford, possibly. 
Joan Collins would definitely sneer in 
disapproval before secretly drinking 

that. Joan Rivers would 
eat an Altoid instead. 
Joan Armatrading, 


bles or who gives into The Riddler probably not. Joan Miro, 
peer pressure to order 528 Laguna St., definitely not. So maybe 
more, you might want to No phone, Joan Cusack? Either 
designate yourself as the theriddlersf.com way, if you're desperately 


driver. 

But with that caveat 
— or maybe “cava-eat” 
— there is plenty here to love. Tradi- 
tionalists have Charles de Cazanove 
Brut and Gonet-Medeville to keep 
them content, while the rest of us have 
chambongs. To drink from a cham- 
bong, which is a glass pipe with holes 
on either end, a server pours sparking 
wine into it while you plug the other 
end with your thumb. Attempting to 
maintain some semblance of eclat and 
aplomb, you will transfer the half-filled 
bong to your mouth without spraying 
yourself with the pressurized contents, 
and then the server will continue 
pouring as you shotgun everything. It’s 
fun. Dom Pérignon himself might have 
said, “Je fais un grosse désordre avec les 
étoiles.” Translation: I am making a big 
mess with the stars. 

Although sadly, The Riddler’s tiny 
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broke, mooching off your 

friends, and oh-so-hungry 

after that extra-tall glass, 
there is also a self-serve popcorn sta- 
tion that’s 100 percent gratis. 

The Riddler is an endeavor put 

together by an all-women team led 
by Jen Pelka, and named for riddling 
— or remuage — the process of turn- 
ing Champagne bottles so that the 
sediment moves to the neck for easy 
removal. Its plates are embossed with 
the slogan, “Hello, Old Friend,” but lest 
you think it’s all silliness, on Inaugura- 
tion Day, the bar donated 100 percent 
of its rosé Champagne sales to Planned 
Parenthood. The future is female, and 
so is this excellent bar.

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Japandroids

Brian King, the guitarist and 
vocalist for raucous anthem-rockers 
Japandroids, has no idea what “home” 
means anymore. 

“There really isn’t one place for 
me to go back to,” King says. “I have 
friends and family all over.” 

Throughout the years, King has 
discarded ZIP codes with the same fre- 
quency that most people change their 
socks. He grew up in a small island off 
the west coast of Canada before mov- 
ing to Vancouver during his 20s. After 
residing there for a decade, he relocat- 
ed to Toronto, where he technically 
now lives, although he spends much of 
his time these days in Mexico City with 
his girlfriend. He recently recorded 
music in New Orleans, New York, and 
Montreal, and he’s currently in the 
midst of a yearlong tour that will see 
him travel across the globe. 

It should be no surprise, then, that 
his group’s latest album, Near to the 
Wild Heart of Life, is a nomadic cre- 
ation, filled with a kinetic energy anda 
palpable restlessness. 

“It’s an album about motion,” says 
King, whose band will play two nights 
at the Fillmore, on Tuesday, March 14 
and Wednesday, March 15. “It’s about 
moving away, moving forward, moving

on. For the past five years, we've rarely 
been in the same place for long. It real- 
ly fucks with your sense of home, and I 
think that’s reflected in this album.” 
Japandroids, consisting of King 
and drummer David Prowse, have 
been running nonstop since the re- 
lease of their peerless sophomore 
album, Celebration Rock, a Replace- 
ments-meets-Springsteen ode to 
squeezing every last 
drop out of life. Filled 
with soaring call-and- 
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album, but fans anticipating Celebra- 
tion Rock II —i.e., another collection 
of fast-paced, guitar-chugging rock 
screamers — will be sorely disappoint- 
ed. Japandroids may not have broken 
up, but they’ve certainly tweaked a few 
things here and there, and what you 
hear on Near to the Wild Heart of Life 
could very well be the beginning of a 
new era for the band.

The changes aren't 
as drastic as when Radiohead released 
Kid A, but the songs on Near to the Wild 
Heart of Life are less frantic and con- 
tain melodic, more-reflective elements 
that are new to Japandroids’ oeuvre. 
The group even adjusted their famous- 
ly austere framework, adding in small 
doses of synths and acoustic guitars 
among their traditional setup of drums 
and electric six-strings. 

Album centerpiece “Arc of Bar,” a 
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towering, seven-minute slow burner, 
cops the noirish feel of something by 
the Portland band Chromatics, and its 
shimmery synths are a far cry from the 
punk-rock signifiers of Japandroids’ 
early work. Other songs, like “I’m Sor- 
ry (For Not Finding You Sooner),” an 
atmospheric number that sounds like 
a reined-in cut from space-jammers 
Spiritualized, simply sound like a band 
in the midst of trying to challenge and 
reinvent itself. 

Sonic adjustments aside, the big- 
gest change from the previous two 
albums is King’s evocative, wordy 
lyricism. On the first two Japandroids 
albums, King seemed like he was just 
throwing phrases together until he 
could reach a rip-roaring chorus of 
“whoa!-whoa!-whoa!” serenades. For 
Near to the Wild Heart of Life, he makes 
immense strides in his quest to form 
narrative tales, and he repeatedly 
zeroes in on the rootless, exploratory 
elements of his life. 

“T never wanted to be a singer or 
a songwriter, I just wanted to play 
guitar,” King says. “But now that Iam 
writing lyrics, I always want to im- 
prove. I'll never be as good as people 
like Townes Van Zandt, or Tom Waits 
or Dylan, but I certainly look to them 
for inspiration.” 

The title track on the new album 
and its companion piece, “North East 
South West,” are King’s personal trav- 
elogues, detailing his escape from a 
provincial childhood into the vast, ex- 
pansive lands of America and beyond. 
Avoiding the tired tropes most often 
used when writing about tour life, King 
comes across as a wide-eyed wanderer, 
not some grizzled rock star beaten 
down by endless days on the road. 

The songs are restive without being 
despondent, plaintive without being 
maudlin. King acknowledges his vaga- 
bond roots, but sounds far from lonely 
and friendless, even if he doesn’t stay 
under the same roof every night. 

“Look, we’re not going to make ev- 
ery song about drinking beers and get- 
ting crazy,” King says. “But we’re still 
Japandroids. This band is my family.” 

And there you have it. King may 
question where he’s from and where’s 
he going, but with this band, he'll 
always have at least one place to call 
home.

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Sloughing Egos 
With The Internet 


The alternative R&B quintet has 
no qualms about sharing the 
limelight with each other.

With three albums under their 
belt, The Internet could easily pull songs 
from their back-catalog to play on their 
current 11-date tour. But they won't. At 
least, not entirely. 

While you'll hear some classic cuts, 
like “Girl,” “Dontcha,” and “She Dgaf” 
at their upcoming Bay Area shows on 
Sunday, March 12 and Tuesday, March 
14, the absurdly young quintet will also 
be performing a slew of new tracks, 
culled from recent solo albums by three 
of its members. 

That might sound weird to some, 
and disappointing to others hoping 
to only hear material from the main 
band’s oeuvre, but it’s actually pretty 
cool when you think about it. The In- 
ternet hinted at their pluralistic nature 
in the title of their 2015, Grammy 
Award-nominated album Ego Death, and 
now they’re proving those sentiments 
true. 

We chatted with keyboardist, vo- 
calist, and co-founder Matt Martians 
about learning how to play a new in- 
strument, staying true to The Internet's 
quirky R&B sound, and how they’re 
all old people stuck in young people’s 
bodies. 


SF Weekly: In the last month, 
three members of The Internet + 
you, Syd, and Steve Lacy + each 
dropped a solo album. Was this a 
coordinated release? 

Matt Martians: We planned it, but we 
didn’t plan it down to the dates. It made

sense for us to release our stuff around 
the same time, as opposed to doing it sep- 
arate, because if we didn’t do it like that, 
people might think we broke up. But 
that’s not the case. 


SFW: Lacy plays guitar for The In- 
ternet, but in his solo album, he 
sings. Is that something new he 
was trying out? 

MM: See, that’s the thing. He is a vocalist 
on our stuff, it’s just when we were mak- 
ing Ego Death, he was really learning and 
starting out. Because he was 16 when we 
made [Ego Death] and now he’s 18. So his 
solo album is really him finding his voice 
and becoming comfortable with it. ’'m 
sure in the next Internet album there will 
be alot more dual singing, a lot more har- 
monizing. 


SFW: What about you? Did you try 
anything new with The Drum 
Chord Theory? 

MM:1 didn’t really try anything, I kind of 
just accepted the sound that I’ve always

alized it’s all about the journey. I feel like a 
lot of times, a lot of us pursue things that 
older generations might think are far- 
fetched and reaching for the stars.

My dad was telling me that in Sly 
and the Family Stone, the bass player left 
and Sly had to play bass on the next al- 
bum, and it ended up being one of their 
best albums. So where I used to be the 
producer on stage and kind of just be 
there as a presence, now my role is a little 
bit bigger and I play the key section of the 
band. I’m really proud of myself. 


SFW: What G the future look like 
for The Internet? Will you guys be 
trying anything new or different? 
MM: No, that’s why we just did the solos, 
to get some of the adventurous stuff we'd 
been wanting to try out of our systems. 
Because you can always depend on The 
Internet’s sound for being what it is.

Coalescing EDM and 
techno with R&B, these two pro- 
ducers each make shimmery, un- 
dulating jams that are often spiked 
with simple-yet-aching vocals 
from select artists. 

The main difference between 
the two, aside from their loca- 
tions — Hahn is from Switzer- 
land and based in Vancouver, and 
Migs has been an S.F; resident 
for almost two decades — is the 
number of years they’ve been at 
their craft. 

Hahn is a relatively new 
figure, emerging as recently as 
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Montague was sifting through 
voice memos from his travels 
when he realized, “Hmm, I really 
liked the Cambodian music. I 
should use some of this.” 
Finding Cambodian musicians 
and instruments proved difficult, 
so to sidestep that hurdle, Mon- 
tague combed through 
online samples and 
replicated the sounds 
himself using inventive 
tactics like applying a 
violin bow to a banjo. 
The resulting record 
is inventive and exciting, a 
cornucopia of different sounds 
and melodies colliding into one 
another to create one, satisfying 
whole.

Poor Anthony Kiedis. The Chili Peppers frontman was battling a nasty case of 
bronchitis a few weeks ago, and, as a result, had to postpone a trio of shows in 
Denver, San Diego, and Arizona. But worry not, San Francisco! Delays have not 
been announced for the seminal alt-rock band’s upcoming show at Oracle 
Arena. (And even if they did reschedule, these guys are professional AF. You'd 
probably only have to wait a few days for the replacement show, unlike the time 
in October 2016 when R. Kelly cancelled his Buffet Tour show at Oracle Arena 
and didn’t reschedule until late January!) It’s hard to believe that RHCP — 
whom many believe inspired later bands like Limp Bizkit, Linkin Park, and Kid 
Rock — has been around for more than three decades, dropping 11 studio al- 
bums during that time. Bassist Flea and Kiedis are the only original members 
left, but little has changed in regard to the band’s funky, alternative, and punk- 
and metal-flecked sound. In fact, the biggest change in RHCP was probably Kie- 
dis’ departure from rapping, which was more rampant in the band’s early 
albums, but started to peter out by 1999's Californication. Flea might have been 
wearing a foot cast during their three-night set at Madison Square Garden last 
month, and Kiedis might still be recovering from bronchitis, but the years hav- 
en’t slowed these dudes down yet.

Dagmar, an all-female duo that formed in Iowa but has since relocated to the Bay Area, uses phrases like “medieval harmo- 
nies” and “medieval rock” to describe their music. But as beguiling as these terms are, to non-Music Theory experts, they 
probably make no sense. Dagmar (which consists of Gemma Cohen and Miranda Mallard) says they use the word “medieval” 
when describing their music because they favor non-traditional chords that were more commonly used in the Middle Ages. 
They also employ elements of polyphony and harmony, which were often found in Gregorian chant and other popular musi- 
cal styles from that time. Other than that, though, Dagmar sounds nothing if not contemporary, and the combination of Co- 
hen’s and Mallard’s voices, which differ in timbre and pitch, make for a delightful listen. Their debut album Afterlight is a 
beautiful, melancholic creation, filled with sparse instrumentation and soul-piercing lyrics. Before they were Dagmar, Cohen 
and Mallard were a trio called Rock Paper Scissors, until the third member decided to leave the band. It’s a good thing she did, 
because had she stayed, the two women might never have ventured into autobiographical songwriting and moved to the Bay 


Area. Jessie Schiewe

It’s been more than two decades since Wu-Tang Clan dropped their debut album Enter the Wu-Tang (36 Chambers), but the 
legendary hip-hop crew is still as popular as ever. They’re headlining the first-ever Golden Axe Music Festival in Bangkok this 
May, and a design firm in Brooklyn is building a Japanese retreat modeled after their iconic “W” logo. Not that Wu-Tang has 
ever been far from the headlines. They ensured this a few years ago by creating Once Upon a Time in Shaolin, a 31-song album 
that was pressed only once. Instead of uploading the record online to share with their legions of fans, Wu-Tang opted for a 
more unorthodox method and sold the sole copy to a private buyer for “millions” of dollars in 2015. Unfortunately, that 
buyer is one of the biggest dicks in the world: The conniving 30-something pharmaceutical executive Martin Shkreli. On 
President’s Day last month, Shkreli had planned to play some of the unreleased tracks at Webster Hall in N.Y.C. But for what- 
ever reason — though we can make some guesses — the event was cancelled last minute. Whether or not the Clan will re- 
lease an eighth album is up in the air, so for now, fans should be content to dig into their old works and contemplate da 
mystery of chessboxin’ while they’re at it.

And if a monogamous relation- 
ship is what you ultimately want—and monogamy is 
a fine choice—telling yourself that sexual adventures 
are something you have to get out of your system 
first is a mistake. People who convince themselves 
that serious commitment means the death of sexual 
adventures—particularly people who enjoy sexual 
adventures—will either avoid commitment entirely 
or murder the ones they make so they can have sexual 
adventures again.
